Lester Bick Asserts Trustees 
Are Closely Associated 
» With Chicago Concern 
That Arranged Financing 


Testimony in the suit for a re- 
ceiver for the Mayfair Hotel indi- 
cates the present market price of 
the bonds of the hotel is about $36 
compared with $100 at which they 
were s0ld when issued seven years 
ago. 

Lester Bick of 5542 Waterman 
avenue, whose intervening petition 
asking that a receiver be appoint- 
ed immediately was on trial yes- 
terday before Circuit Judge Ho- 
gan, introduced a letter dated July 
9 which he said he had received 
from S. W. Straus & Co., under- 
writers of the bond issue, quoting 
a bid price of $36 for the bonds. 
Bick had addressed an inquiry to 
the company as to the possible 
market for the bonds. 

Described at the time of issue 
as “first mortgage real estate gold 
bonds,’ the bonds were secured by 
mortgages on the ground, building 
and equipment of the hotel. The 
total issue, sold to obtain con- 
struction funds, was $1,600,000, of 
which $1,430,000 is still outstand- 
ing. ‘ 

Bick testified he paid $1000 in 
1924 for one of the bonds of that 
denomination. In his intervening 
petition he alleged the trustees, 
Melvin L. Straus of Chicago and 
William R. Orthwein of St. Louis, 
who have been in charge of the 
property since June 27, were close- 
ly associated with the underwrit- 
ing company and not qualified to 
represent impartially all the bond 
holders, and that a foreclosure suit 
filed by the trustees was in fur- 
therance of a plan of the under- 
writing company to profit by a re- 
financing of the property. 

Charges Trading in Bonds. 

In his petition Bick charged the 
Straus company was purchasing 
and trading in the bonds at great- 
ly reduced prices, to the detriment 
of the bondholders, and that a 
bondholders’ protective committee, 
which was active in soliciting own- 
ers to deposit their bonds with it, 
was composed of officers and em- 
Ployes of the Straus company. 


These charges were denied in an 
answer filed on behalf of. the 
trustees by Attorney Theodore 
Rassieur and in a separate answer 
by S. W. Straus & Co. It was stated 
in these answers that the trustees 
and bondholders’ committee were 
doing. everything possible .to con- 
serve the property and that they 
were operating it most economical- 
ly. It was said a_ receivership 
would place an unnecessary ex- 
pense on the property. 

One of the trustees, Orthwein, 
was examined on the witness stand 
by Bick's attorney. He was asked 
about the commission and other 
charges paid to the Straus com- 
pany for underwriting the loan, 
but said he had no knowledge of 
that matter. He said he consid- 
ered the trustees were acting in 
behalf of all the bondholders. The 
trustees took over the property, he 
said, under the terms of the deed 
of trust, because of default in the 
deposit of about $36,000 for retire- 
ment of serial bonds maturing 
July 1 ‘The interest has been paid. 

McBride Estate Intervenes, 

The Court received an interven- 
ing petition on behalf of the estate 
of James A. McBride. saig to own 
about $40,000 of stock in the May- 
fair Investment Co., holding title 
to the property. In this petition 
it was alleged the company  op- 
erated at a loss of $64,206 in 1930 
and $27,037 for the first five 
months of 1931. ‘. 

A similar suit is pending involv- 
ing the Coronado Hotel and was 
to be tried immediately upon con- 
clusion of the Maytair case. The 
same trustees are acting in that 
case and the bond issues of $2,450,- 
000 were underwritten by S. W. 
Straus & Co.

Demofonti had a revolver, a shot 
gun and a knife. After shooting 
his wife and her sister with the re- 
volver, he went to an unoccupied 
house next door and set it afire. 
then went to the Cecilian’ aome 
farther along the street and shot 
Mrs. Cecilian and her son with the 
revolver. 

Mrs. Takela and Bevilaqua were 
in the yards of their homes. Demo- 
fonti killed the woman with the re- 
volver and Bevilaqua with the shot- 
gun. 

From the homes of Mrs. Takela 
and Bevilaqua, the man went to 
the Banan house and attacked Mrs. 
Banan and her daughter with the 
knife. The child was stabbed in 
the abdomen.

First, that the Central Bank 
credit of $100,000,000 recently 
granted to the Reichsbank un- 
der the auspices of the Bank 
for International Settlements, be 
renewed at maturity for a pe- 
riod of three months. 

Second, that concerted meas- 
ures should be taken by the 
financial institutions in the sev- 
eral countries with a view to 
maintaining the volume of cred- 
its they already have extended 
to Germany. 

Third, that the Bank for In- 
ternational Settlements shouid 
be invited to set up without de- 
lay a committee of representa- 
tives nominated by the gover- 
nors of the central banks inter- 
ested to inquire into the imme- 
diate further credit needs of 
Germany and to study the pos- 
sibilities of converting a portion 
of the short term’ credits into 
long term.

Conference Declares for 
Maintaining of Existing 
Credits and for Setting 
Up of Committee to In- 
quire Into Further Loan.

LONDON, July 23.—Renewal of 


short term credits maturing in the 
next few weeks and measures to 
establish confidence in Germany so 
that eventual! long term credits will 
be possible were approved by the 


seven-Power conference on Ger- 


many’s situation at the conclusion 
of its work this afternoon. 

The meeting was adjourned with 
a round of speeches in which the 
heads of the various delegations 
expressed their appreciation of the 
spirit of friendliness which pervad- 
ed the conference, and later there 
was an official communique which 


said “the Governments are ready 
to co-operate so far as lies within 
their power to restore confidence.” 

There was, however, no disguis- 
ing the gravity of the German rep- 
resentatives as they left the con- 
ference room. 

Chancellor Bruening declined to 
make any statement, and while 
Foreign Minister Curtius was of- 
ficially hopeful, other members of 
the delegation remarked privately 
that the conference had only tided 
Germany ever the immediate fu- 
ture and the contingencies of the 
next few days may renew the crisis. 


Would Set up Committee. 

Besides the resolution extending 
the $100,000,000 Central Bank 
credit, which matures Aug. 16, and 
another recommending that “con- 
certed measures” be taken to main- 
tain the volume of credits already 
in ,Germany, there are two other 
phases of the meeting's final re- 
port. 

The first of these is the recom- 
mendation that the world bank at 
Basel be invited to set up immedi- 
ately a committee of representa- 
tives of the Central Banks to in- 
quire into the immediate further 
needs of Germany and to study the 
possibilities of converting part of 
the short-term credits into long- 
term credits. 

The second phase is an expres- 
sion of commendation for the guar- 
antee recently placed at the dis- 
posal of the German gold discount 
bank by the leaders of German in- 
dustry and finance. 

“The conference considers that 
if these measures are carried 
through,” says the official com- 
munique, “they will form a basis 
for more permanent action to fol- 
low.” 

Simultaneously with issuance of 
the communique the British For- 
eign Office put out a statement 
that the committee of Young Plan 
experts assembled to adjust that 
instrument to the Hoover mora- 
torium would proceed with elabo- 
ration of detailed measures to give 
effect to President Hoover's pro- 
posal for a one-year suspension of 
intergovernmental debta.

“Meager Achievements.”

EMBEZZLER TAKES 
$30,000 BY FRAUD 


Leslie J. Meyer, Former 
Bookkeeper and Jazz 
Band Leader, Held in 
Realty Firm Forgery. 


Leslie J. Meyer, former book- 
keeper by day and thumper of 
drums by night in his own orches- 
tra, confessed .embezzlement of 
$5000 from his employers six years 
ago and pleaded for another 
chance. , 

He got it. and improved the op- 
portunity to forge checks aggre- 
gating $30,000, ‘Assistant Circuit 
Attorney Lennon disclosed today 
with the announcement that he 
would issue at least four and prob- 
ably six forgery warrants. against 
the musical accountant. — 

Meyer, who abandoned jazz and 
bookkeeping 18 months ago when 
his second defalcation was dis- 
covered, was arrested last night in 
the combination cigar store and 
eollection agency he operates at 
1509 Hamilton avenue. 

“I don’t know anything about 
the charges,’’ he told reporters. 
“You say the Circuit Attorney has 
a confession bearing my signa- 
ture? I don’t know anything about 
that, either. That all happened 
about two years ago, when every- 
thing came down on me at once. 
I was running the Gingham Inn 
and working for the Oreon E. & 
R. G. Scott Real Estate Co. I lost 
my job, the roadhouse failed and 
was sold and my wife and baby 
left me, all at once. I might have 
signed anything. I don’t remem- 
ber.’’ 

He Gets Another Chance. 

However, Oreon Scott remembers. 
He recalls the touching scene when 
Meyer, “for the sake of my wife 
and baby,” begged to be taken 
back to work. This was in 1925. 
An audit had just disclosed the 
bookkeeper had used the compa- 
ny’s money to promote a dance hall 
at Castlewood. Tne dance hall 
failed. 

Scott remembers, too, the way 
‘Les’” Meyer squared his shoul- 
ders and talked about reformation 
when he learned the Scott brothers 
weren’t going to prosecute. Young 
Meyer—he is now 34—went back to 
work, turning Over part of his 
wages each week to pay off the 
embezzlement. Penitent, he stayed 
away from orchestras. 

But the moan of the saxophone 
lured him again, and he became 
the manager—at night only—of 
Gingham Inn, on the Manchester 
road. In addition to running the 
place, he led ~the orchestra and 
played the drums. 

Used Money for Roadhouse. 

At the real estate company, 
Meyer was superintendent of main- 
tenance, a carefully chosen posi- 
tion in which he handled no 
money. However, from time to 
time he was called upon to issue 
checks for improvement and main- 
tenance of the properties under his 
control. Instead of turning them 
over to the proper persons, Meyer 
forged indorsements, cashed the 
checks ard used the money to 
keep his unprofitable roadhouse 
from closing, Scott said. 

The second defalcation was dis- 
covered and Meyer was discharged. 
The inn went into receivership and 
was sold. And Meyer went into the 
collection agency business. 

According to Scott, the forged 
signatures on the checks were 
guaranteed by a _ bank, where 
Meyer kept the Gingham Inn ac- 
count. Suit was filed against the 
bank by the real estate company, 
and Scott continued, “it was up to 
them to prosecute. They didn’t. ' 
We got tired of seeing this fellow 
go around unpunished, so yester- 
day we told the Circuit Attorney 
what he had done.”

LINDELL-UNION CIRCLE 
DEFENDED BY KINSEY 


Favors “More Beauty, Less 
Speed” in Answering Criticism 
That It Is Auto Hazard. 


A defense of the Lindell-Union 
traffic circle on the esthetic 
grounds was issued today by Presi- 
dent Kinsey of the Board of Pub- 
lic Service. 

“As between a little more beauty 

and a little less speed,” Kinsey 
asserted, “I vote for beauty.” 
The esthetic value of the circle 
has been questioned, and the 
swerve required to navigate the 
pass around the center circle ended 
in minor accidents to eight auto- 
mobiles on the night the new via- 
duct over the Wabash tracks was 
opened. The center circle, previ- 
ously adorned only with traffic 
lights, recently has been converted 
into a funereal mound, and Kinsey 
announced that it would be made 
into a flower bed. He said the 
city had been “at the point of’ ob- 
taining a statue for it. 

Kinsey said plans had been ap- 
proved from the traffic standpoint 
by the city traffic engineer, and 
from the standpoint of beauty by 
the Municipal Art Commission. 
Harland Bartholomew, engineer of 
the City Plan Commission, 'ques- 
tioned recently by the JPost-Dis- 
patch, said the City Hall had ig- 
nored the Plan Commission's writ- 
ten protest against the circle as of 
few esthetic possibilities and con- 
siderable hazard to traffic. 
Remarking that there seemed to 
be “a lot of misunderstanding,” 
Kinsey said, “it is now obvious to 
any unbiased observer that any 
motorist, driving sanely, with due 
regard to the law and the rights of 
others, may pass around the cir- 
cle in absolute safety. It is not 
fool-proof, however, and wild driv- 
ers, who disregard the law, may 
come to grief. Will anyone con- 
tend that such drivers should be 
given primary consideration in the 
design of public works? 

“The streets of St. Louis are woe- 
fully -bare of any attempts at em- 
bellishment. The intersection in 
question presented a splendid op- 
portunity to get out of the rut of 
ugliness we have been wallowing 
in. Some months ago, we were al- 
most at the point of being able to 
announce the gift of a beautiful 
fountain to adorn the circle; un- 
fortunately, this was checked by 
circumstances now unnecessary to 
relate. 

“It is the present plan to em- 
bellish the circle with an attrac- 
tive flowerbed, until the fountain 
project can be revived. 

“It will be a sad thing for St. 
Louis if it must forego attempts 
to make our streets mrore attrac- 
tive in order that anyone mav 
drive as he pleases, 
the law or the rights of others.”

Fort Worth Council Prepares 
To Provide City-Owned Gas Plant 
Voted by People After Hot Fight 
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Plans, if Possible, to Condemn Privately 
Owned Works — Holds Conditional Con- 
tract With Another Concern for Supply. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
FORT WORTH, Tex., July 23.— 


The Fort Worth City Council will 


meet Friday to plan its next move 
towards embarking in the business 
of distributing natural gas to 
householders and industries here. 

The electorate Tuesday voted the 
council authority to contract for a 
supply of gas and to issue revenue 
bonds to finance the acquisition of 
the local properties of tle Lone 
Star Gas Co. or the construction 
of a new distribution system. This 
power was granted the council by 
an amendment to the city charter. 
The gas amendment carried at the 
polls by a majority of 2282 votes. 
A total of 14,637 votes was cast. 
The election was ordered by refer- 
endum petitions. ; 

It is planned to condemn by law, 
if possible, the Fort Worth prop- 
erties of the Lone Star, a trans- 
porting and distributing corpora- 
tion serving approximately 200 
towns and cities in Texas and ob- 
taining its gas from wells in Texas 
and Oklahoma. : 
The election was contested bit- 
terly. A long campaign for and 
against municipal ownership was 
waged. A majority of the voters 
objected to the domestic rate 
charged here by the Lone Star, 
which is $1.25 a thousand cubic 
feet for the first thousand and 67% 
cents a thousand net for all addi- 
tional fuel. 

Story of Four-Year Fight. 
The council’s contest with the 
Lone Star began four years ago 
when the old Fort Worth Gas Co., 
a subsidiary of the Lone Star, at- 
tempted to raise its domestic rates 
on the ground that the _ existing 
rates were confiscatory. The case 
went before the Texas Railroad 
Commission, which found for the 
city, then into the United States 
courts, the last of which, a three 
Judge statutory court, found for 
the gas company. 

This three Judge court allowed 
the Fort Worth Gas Co. a return 
of 7 per cent on its property, plus 
a 3.6 per cent return for depreci- 
ation, and enjoined the city from 
attempting to interfere with . the 
company’s collection of a ‘‘reason- 
able” rate. The gas company then 
raised its rates. 

About a year ago City Manager 
O. E. Carr, now City Manager of 
Oakland, Cal., began negotiations 
looking towards municipal owner- 
ship of the gas system. His ardent

An initiated vote taken last Jan. 
27, to learn the sentiment of the 
people on the municipal ownership 
plan resulted in a vote of two to 
one in favor of the proposal. 

Conditional Contract Made. 

After long negotiations, a condi- 
tional contract for a supply of gas 
was signed with the Shamrock Nat- 
ural Gas Co. formed by the Sham- 
rock Oil and Gas Co. of Pittsburg, 
holders of Texas Panhandle gas 
leases. The Shamrock Co. under 
the contract, is to build an 18-inch 
pip> line more than 300 miles long 
from the Panhandle region to Fort 
Worth. ~ 

The passage of the charter 
amendment at the polls in effect 
ratified the contract with the} 
Shamrock. The City Council is 
divided on the question of munici- 
pal ownership, five members op- 
posing the plan and four favoring 
it. 

A few weeks ago the Lone Star 
acquired the properties of the Fort 
Worth Gas Co. and now is operat- 
ing here as the Lone Star Gas Co. 
Since the company both transports 
and distributes gas, there is no gate 
rate for Fort ‘Worth, but the gate 
rate charged the Fort Worh Gas 
Co. by the Lone Star was approxi- 
mately 40 cents a thousand cubic 
feet for domestic gas. The Sham- 
rock contract provides a 30-cent do- 
mestic gate rate for the first five 
of the 25 ‘years of its life. 

The Lone Star, the day after elec- 
tion, made its first move to prevent 
the city from condemning its local 
properties. Its attorneys filed in 
the State District Court an applica- 
tion for an injunction to restrain 
the city from ins‘ituting condemna- 
tion proceedings. Hearing on the 
application has not been set. 

Councilman Monnig said the city 
might attempt to build a new 4dis- 
tribution system instead of con- 
demning that of the Lone Star, if 
it is unable to purchase the Lone 
Star's properties at a reasonable 
figure. He would not pay more 
than $5,000,000 for the present sys- 
tem. 

The Lone Star Gas Co. is oper- 
ating at present in the old metro- 
politan area of Fort Worth with- 
out a franchise, its general fran. 
chise, the only one ever granted by+ 
the city, having expired last Sep- 
tember. 

This general city franchise was 
granted by the Fort Worth City 
Commission in September, 1905. 
The gas company has seven other 
franchises in territory annexed by 
the city since these franchises were 
granted. 


GRAFT WITNESS GETS 
30 DAYS FOR CONTEMPT 


New York Veterinarian Refuses 
to Tell With Whom He 
Split $1,000,000 Fees.

NEW YORK, July 23.—Dr. Wil-

liam F. Doyle, veterinarian who re- 
ceived fees of more thar $1,000,000 
in eight years of practice before the 
Board of Standards and Appeals 
yesterday was ordered to serve a 
30-day sentence for refusing to tell 
with whom he split those fees. 

Supreme Court Justice Black dis- 
missed a writ of habeas corpus un- 
der which Doyle was at liberty in 
$25,000 bail and remanded him to 
the custody of a Deputy Sheriff. He 
later admitted the veterinarian to 
a new bail of $25,000 until today to 
permit him ~ obtain a stay of sen- 
tence. 

The Justice first asked Doyle if 
he would yieJd from his refusal to 
answer questions asked by Samuel 
Seabury, chief counsel of the Leg- 
islative Committee investigating the 
city administration. His attorney, 
Samuel Fall& declared the veterina- 
rian would stand on his refusal to 
answer. 

Doyle was he!1in contempt after 
the committee had voted five to 
four to cite him for refusal to an- 
swer 20 ,uestions dealing with his 
practice before the board. 

Doyle won a stay of execution of 
his sentence today from Appellate 
Justice Henry IL. Sherman. The 
stay calls for argument before the 
appellate division Monday.

Several more instruments are to 
be installed in the Lockhead Sirius 
monoplane, which has been con- 
verted into a seaplane by the at- 
tachment of pontoons. 

A day or two before the take- 
off, the Lindberghs will fly to 
Washington for a final conference 
with State Department officials, 
who are arranging the necessary 
papers for their flights to foreign 
lands, 

Their route will be by way of 
Ottawa, the Canadian Northwest, 
Alaska across the Bering Sea into 
the Kamchatka Peminsula of Si- 
beria and thence through the 
Kurile Islands and into Japan. 
Their route to China and the re- 
turn to this country has not been 
announced. 

The plane carries two radio sets 
and emergency rations for 60 
days. 

Their Route Across Canada. 

After Ottawa the  Lindberghs 
will touch at Moose Factory on 
James Bay, Churchill on the west- 
ern side of Hudson Bay, Baker’s 
Lake, Aklavick and Point Barrow 
and Nome, Alaska. 

From Nome they will head for 
Eastern Siberia, stopping first at 
Karaginsk, then Petropavlovsk_ on 
the Kamchatka Peninsula, Nemuro, 
Japan and Tokio. At Tokio refuel- 
ing and other preparations will be 
made for the trip into China. 

The principal over-water leg of 
the flight will be from Nome to 
Karaginsk, which is on an island 
on the extreme eastern coast of 
Siberia, The distance is about 1000 
miles. 

Part of the journey from Petro- 
pavlovsk will be over water, but on 
part of this flight to Nemuro the 
Lindberghs will have an island 
studded chain beneath them. The 
route covers nearly 7000 miles. 

Collapsible Rubber Boat. 

Should some mishap force the 
Lindberghs down on water, they 
will swim to the surface to find 
already floating a bundle contain- 
ing means of sustenance, transpor- 
tation and even communication 
with the outside world. 

The outer wrapping of the bun- 
dle, which automatically is released 
from a tail compartment when the 
plane submerges, is a collapsible 
rubber boat designed for inflation 
by means of a bottle of compressed 
ir. The inside of the boat carries 
a mast and sail, emergency rations, 
and a crash-proof, water-tight ra- 
dio set. 

This emergency set will have a 
range of 500 miles in the daytime 
and 3000 miles at night. The main 
set inside the plane has a range ot 
3000 to 7000 miles. 


Average Weather for TAndberghs 
Over North Pacific. 
By the Associated Press, 
WASHINGTON, July 23. — 
Weather Bureau officials, consult- 
ing records of the North Pac’ « 
and the Bering Sea, found average 
conditions in late July and early 
August. Later the threat of storm, 
fog and ice forming on wings, in- 
creases.

HUNTING JOBS FR 
SABLE VETERAN 


U. S. Employment Service 
Taking Census to Learn 
Status of Men. 


By the Associated Press. | 

WASHINGTON, July 23.—Re- 
turns from the first individual cen- 
sus of the approximately 300,000 
disabled war veterans in the United 
States are piling up in the office 
of John Arthur Shaw, veterans di- 
rector of the United States Em- 
ployment Service. 

To every man injured in his 
country’s service a questionnaire 
has been sent asking the nature of 
his disability, kind of job he last 
held, and present employment sit- 
uation. 

Clerks are sorting the returned 
questionnaires into three piles— 
those having jobs, those unemploy- 
able—which are sent to Gen. Hines, 
administrator of veterans’ affairs 
as a permanent social service prob- 
lem—and those able to work and 
needing jobs, in whose behalf an 
intensive campaign for immediate 
employment will be conducted. 

Shaw said his own estimate was 
that about 30,000 disabled veterans 
would be found in need of work. 

“Our organization is capable of 


placing these. men in jobs if the 
employing public will accept part- 
ly disabled men,” he said. ‘If the) 
employing public will not hire a 
man merely because he has lost an 
eye or a hand, we should know it.” 

Every Federal, state and munici- 
pal employment agency had prom-| 
ised to put the men at the head of 
the preferred list, the employment 
director explained. 

After classification in Washing- 
ton, the questionnaires will be sent) 
to the home state of the senders 
and will be “followed right down 
to the man’s home town, with 
every possible agency co-operating 
to get him a job,’’ Shaw said.

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FRANCE AND RUSSIA LIKELY 
TO MAKE TRADE, PEACE PACT 


Foreign Office in Paris Drafting Agreement 
At the Suggestion of Moscow—Big 
Orders From Soviets Expected. 


By the Associated Press, 
PARIS, July 23.—A non-aggres- 


sion pact and a commercial work- 
ing agreement between France and 
Russia were forecast in interna- 


tional circles today. 

It was. learned that at the sugges- 
tion of Mcscow the French Foreign 
Office is actively engaged fin draft- 
ing the terms of the non-aggression 
pact as a supplement to France’s 
recent action annulling her decrees 
against Russian dumping, especial- 
ly of wheat. 

Russia has denounced her decrees 
which prevented purchases. in 
France. It is understood a Russian 
commission is due in Paris soon to 
negotiate the placing of large or- 
ders. 

By this reciprocal arrangement, 
the relations between Russia and 
France are becoming normal and 
France expects a less unfavorable 
trade balance with the Soviet.

These recent developments are 
understood to have two angles 
looked upon as significant in fur- 
thering Aristide Briand’s project to 
establish a United States of Europe 
based#®n reciprocity of interests 
and co-operation. 

One is that Russia will endeavor 
to negotiate a non-aggression pact 
with Poland, France’s ally on Rus- 
sia’s western frontier. The other 
is a plan to start discussions be- 
tween France and Russia for Rus- 
sian recognition of the legal exist- 
ence of Russian bonds held by the 
French. 

Before the Russian revolution 
the French made heavy investments 
in Russian bonds, but the Soviet 
Government hever has taken over 
responsibility for them. 

If the non-aggression pact and 
the commercial agreement are 
signed, negotiations will begin for 
adjustment of the problem of Rus- 
sia’s pre-war debts to France. 


HITHERTO INVISIBLE 
GERMS MADE VISIBLE 


Northwestern Doctor Changes 
Form of Bacteria So They 
Can Be Seen. 


By the Associated Press. 

, CHICAGO, July 23.—Discovery 
of a new method of isolating bac- 
teria heretofore invisible has been 
announced by Dr. Arthur I. Ken- 
dall, professor of bacteriology at 
Northwestern University. Associates 


describe the discovery as the most 
important victory in the isolation 
of bacteria since the discoveries of 
Pasteur. They said t might open 
the way for.a more thorough and 
exavt knowledge of such diseases 
as influenza, rheumatism, infantile 
paralysis and sleeping sickness. 

Although experiments have thus 
far been limited, Dr. Kendall pos- 
tulated in a summary of his lec- 
ture last night, that a majority, if 
not all known bacteria, were sub- 
ject to the new method of isola- 
tion. 

The discovery is described as de- 
velopment of culture media which 
changes bacteria from invisible to 
visible form. The essential ingre- 
dient, he said, is a small intestine 
Or man, swine, dog or rabbit, chem- 
ically treated. Dr. Kendall referred 
to his media as his “K media.” 

Dr. Kendall's announcement, 
riade before a group of scientists, 
was followed by prolonged ap- 
plause. Dr. Edward C. Kosenow, 
head of the bacteriology research 
division of the Mayo Clinic at 
Rochester, Minn., said: 

“We have just listened to the 
revelation of a great discovery, Dr. 
Kendall has found a way to make 
bacteria take on a new form. That 
in itself is a great accomplishment 
in a lifetime. The future will show 
the greatness of his contribution to 
science.” 

Dr. Irving 8S. Cutter, dean of the 
faculty of medicine at Northwest- 
ern, said: “The discovery is as 
startling as those of Pasteur.” 

Dr. Kendall, 54 years old, has 
been a member of the staff of the 
Northwestern Medical School since 
1810. The experiments which re- 
sulted in his discovery have been 
conducted for . year with rabbits 
and with patiei.:cs at the Passavant 
and Evanston hospitals, who were 
suffering from typical diseases. De- 
velopment of the culture media was 
described as having been accom- 
plished through simulating, as 
closely as possible, conditions which 
occur in the human body..

WASHINGTON, July 23.—Pres- 
ident Hoover will decide whether 
a conference of coal mine oper- 
ators and labor shall be held after 
he receives a report from Sécre- 


taries Lamont and Doak as ‘io the 
possibilities to the meeting. 

Secretary of Labor Doak, in 
making public a list of names of 
operators to whom he and the 
Commerce Secretary wrote yester- 
day asking their opinion regarding 
such a conference, said tdday that 
any general Conference would be 
called by the President.

THE HAGUE, Holland, July 23. 
—The projected Austro-German 
customs union would be provided 
with an elastic arbitration com- 
mission, Dr. Erich Kaufmann, Aus- 
rian attorney, told the Permanent 
Court for International Justice to- 
day. 

Dr. Kaufmann was answering a 
criticism by the French Govern- 
ment that a majority of the com- 
mission would rule it, thus infring- 
ing on the other party’s independ- 
ence of action. 

“The question of the commis- 
sion’s personnel is still open,’’ Dr. 
Kaufmann said, “and it is probable 
that we might select the most out- 
standing figure of either country 
for the chairmanship, rotating the 
office between Austrians and Ger- 
mans.”

NEARING. ON RAIL 
RATES 10 AUG. 10 


Sessions to Be Resumed in 
Washington, but Will Be 
Continued in Many Other 
Cities.

WASHINGTON, July 23. — The 
Interstate Commerce Com mission 
today advanced the date for con- 
tinuing hearings on the 15 per cent 
rate increase proposal to Aug. 10. 
The advancement of the date for 
continuing hearings, which orig- 
inally was set for Aug. 31, was 
made on a motion by carriers for 
earlier completion than would have 
been possible under the  originai 
plans. It was opposed by shippers 
who gsserted they felt they were 


entitled to the full time originally 
announced to prepare their case. 

The hearing Aug. 10 will be held 
in Washington. Other hearings 
will be held in San _ Francisco, 
Portland, Ore., Kansas City, Mo., 
Dallas, Salt Lake City, Atlanta. 
Chicago and at some point to be 
selected in New England. The Chi- 
cago hearing will be at the Hotel 
Sherman Aug. 31. 

The commission also announced 
that hearings may proceed in dif- 
ferent parts of the country simul- 
taneously. 

The commission also announced 
it would refuse to receive evidence 
regarding individual railroads or 
minor groups of railroads and of 
the level of railroad wages. It 
wishes to keep the hearings on a 
general basis. 

It suggested that evidence re- 
garding the method of increasing 
rates be confined as nearly as pos- 
sible to typical illustrations. It al- 
so suggested a similar plan be fol- 
lowed in presenting evidence de- 
signed to show the effect of higher 
rates on’shippers and carriers. 

Oral argument on the plea will 
be held about 10 days after the 
hearings close. — 

The commission said requests 
for time already received exceed 
practicable limits. The examiners 
assigned to assist the commission- 
ers are studying the requests with 
a view to assisting in arranging for 
orderly presentation of testimony 
and to nuvoid cumulative evidence.

A SIMPLE TEST. 

Addressing the Kiwanis Club at Mexico, Mo., Sec- 
retary of State Charles U. Becker says his campaign 
for the Republican nomination for Governor will 
largely determine whether parties or newspapers are 
to rule the State. 

That is a simple test, and it ought not to take a 
year for the people of Missouri to prepare themselves 
for it. By newspapers, of course, he means that part 
of the State press which disapproves of the Becker- 
Brunk-Shartel-Thompson outfit and its brand of gov- 
ernment. Parties are essential to free government, 
but they are not bigger than government itself. It 
has been our attempt to make them bigger than gov- 
ernment that has given us partisanship and the dire- 
ful consequences of partisanship. We have had it in 
the nation, where it reached its climax a few days 
ago when the first Cabinet officer in the history of 
the United States went to a penitentiary. The un- 
doing of Albert B. Fall was due to the prostitution of 
a political party. Mr. Hoover said in dedicating the 
Harding memorial at Marion that Mr. Harding was 
betrayed by his friends. In a much truer sense, Mr. 
Harding’s party was betrayed by rogues and rene- 
gades. Those rogues and renegades gave us the oil 
scandal, and as a result of the oil scandal we have at 
last seen the gates of prison close upon one who sat 
in the White House councils as a minister of state. 

We have had the same eclipse of government by 
party in the State of Missouri. The Republican State 
convention of a year ago indorsed the records of 
Secretary of State Becker and Attorney-General Shar- 
tel, albeit both had been discredited by disclosures 
in the Young scandal.

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THE COST OF NATURAL GAS. 

Having been challenged by the Hlinois Commerce 
Commission to justify the coming of natural gas into 
that State by lower rates to consumers, the managers 
of the pipe line enterprise have come to the defense 
of the 40-cent city gate price. 

At a hearing in Springfield, these managers pre- 
sented a mass of figures to show that it would cost 
them 351-3 cents a thousand cubic feet to deliver 
natural gas at the city limits of Springfield. Then 
the pipe line owners demanded a return of 8 per cent, 
giving them a profit of “a little less than 5 cents a 
thousand.” : 

Thus the 40-cent city gate price is arrived at. It’ 
is the same city gate price that prevails in Kansas 
City and in many cities of Kansas, hundreds of miles 
nearer the sources of the gas. Cities in Missouri 
touched by the same pipe line that is going into 
Springfield and other Illinois cities are asked to pay 
40 cents a thousand cubic feet at the city gate. 

For local distribution the city gate price of natural 
gas compares with the production cost of manufac- 
tured gas. In both cases distribution and service 
costs and the profit of the retailing company have 
to be added. Thus in Kansas City the 40-cent whole- 
sale price at the city gate results in a 90-cent charge 
to the domestic consumer. St. Louis pays 95 cents 
for a manufactured gas of only a little more than 
half the heat value of the Kansas City natural gas. 

It is not at all reasonable that the cost of deliver- 
ing gas is the same throughout the length of the 
pipe line stretching nearly 1000 miles from the Texas 
fields to the cities of Illinois. City officials of Pe 
oria and Springfield dispute the figures of the pipe 
line operators® The Commerce Commission, which 
has been called upon to approve contracts for the 
purchase of gas by utilities serving Illinois cities 
and towns, very properly states that there is no ob- 
ject in turning from manufactured gas to natural 
gas unless the price will be lower, and has institut- 
ed a searching inquiry into costs. The Missouri 
Public Service Commission might very properly take 
similar action in the interests of the progressive 
cities and towns of Central Missouri that would like 
to have natural gas, but refuse to shoulder the bur- 
dens of franchise contracts. 

Meanwhile, the people are not helpless. They know 
the advantages of natural gas and would like to have 
it; but in both Missouri and Illinois they are near 
to other cheap fuel supplies, coal and oil, and they

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A MIRROR OF ENGLAND’S ILLS. 

England's troubles are reflected to some extent in 
the census figures. During the decade 1921-31 the 
increase in population of England and Wales was 
only 5.44 per cent, the smallest increase, with the 
exception of the war decade, since 1861. These 10 
years have been among the darkest in England’s his- 
tory, and the struggle for existence has been so keen 


the birth rate. 
population, less than half of the rate prior to 1890 
and two-thirds of the rate in the years before the 
war. Yet the rate of marriage has not fallen in 
proportion. 

Because of the number of men killed in the war, 
many thousands of British women have been doomed 
to single lives, a situation with far-reaching social 
and moral implications. There was an excess of 
1,736,000 females over males in 1921, and in the 10 
years this excess has been reduced to 1,670,000, rep- 
resenting a ratio of 1087 females to 1000 males. Per- 
haps several decades must. elapse before England 
regains the equality between sexes, but by then the 
years will have taken their toll of neuroticism and 
unhappiness. 

England and Wales together have a total popula- 
tion of 39,900,000, but a large proportion is bulked in 
the cities. Greater London contains 8,200,000, or

glimpsed one of England’s most serious ills, namely, 
the desertion of the soi] for urban life. Just now it 
is particularly tragic, for perhaps 2,500,000 of the 
urban dwellers have no jobs and no prospect of 
getting jobs, and are thus living from hand to mouth 
on the dole.

The savings that shielded many a family from des- 
|titution are now becoming exhausted. The predicted 
|spring upturn failed to materialize, and employment 
figures for May and June showed decreases in both 
worker and payroll totals. William Green, Ameri- 
can Federatién of Labor president, recently esti- 
‘mated that our workers had lost $2,500,000,000 from 
wage cuts, reduced time and unemployment in: the 
first five months of 1931. To avert the destitution 
and tragedy that this economic catastrophe will mean 
through the winter is a challenge to our country. 
Even a business recovery this fall would not remedy 
|the situation, for weeks, perhaps months, would be 
required to absorb the jobless workers and to restore 
their families to stability. 

The report to the President’s committee is similar 
in tenor to that made to Mayor Miller a few days 
ago by Birch Mahaffey, retiring chairman of the 
Citizens’ Committee on Relief and Employment. The 
$1,477,109 available tor relief in St. Louis for 1931, 
including $450,000 in municipal appropriations, has 
proved insufficient, he said. To carryout the year’s 
relief program, $350,000 beyond present funds will be 
needed. Several hundred thousand dollars additional 
will be required for the winter months of 1932. Even 
in the last few months of open weather, demands on 
relief organizations here were unprecedented, and 
winter will bring a vast increase in needs. The warn- 
ing from Washington applies with particular force to 
St. Louis. If is not too early but rather high time for 
our city’s leaders, elected and civic, to face the prob 
lem—what shall we do about next winter? 


Must Man Surrender to the Machine? 


Mechanical progress, while freeing mah from much drudgery, also has changed so- 
cial structure; standardization crushes individual and mergers displace smaller 
units of our life; trend has influenced nation’s psychology in dealing with present 
crisis; America should drop substitutes for intelligence and draft its best leaders. 


From an Address by Dr. Lotus D. Coffman, President, University of Minnesota, at 
the University of Michigan. 


HANGES have come, with the develop- 

ment of mechanical power, which 

-emancipated man from much of his an- 
cient drudgery. Men differ enormously in 
their views as to what this means to man- 
kind. Certain it is that machines have in- 
creased man's productive power on the one 
hand and apparently multiplied his wants 
on the other. “The luxuries and super-lux- 
uries of yesterday are ordinary commodities 
of today. New occupations and new trades 
have been created. The» more we produce 
the more the advertiser insists we need. Not 
thrift but greater spending, not saving but 
more selling, are ideals that have displaced 
those of my boyhood days. 

The coming of the machine has been ac- 
companied by a disappearance of crafts- 
manship. Strange things are happening in 
America. Oriental rugs are manufactured 
in Philadelphia: antique furniture will be 
made for you while you wait; the linens, 
laces, luncheon cloths and the like, formerly 
produced in Russian and Beligian house- 
holds with artistic accuracy and beauty, are 
now being produced in manufacturing 
plants. Hand production is so slow that 
we are unwilling to wait for it. We want 
everything and we want it now. Now we 
have mass production, which crystallizes 
things in single designs and puts a brake on 
experiment and personal initiative. It speeds 
up the processes of production, but slows 
down the creative effort of the common 
man. 


The spirit of the machine, with its ten- 
dency toward mass output and standardiza- 
tion, has invaded every field. Mergers and 
vast organizations of capital and enterprise 
abound everywhere. Even the professions 
have not escaped. The doctors have organ- 
ized for diagnosis and treatment—the old- 
fashioned family physician, with his deep 
understanding of human nature and his 
comforting smile, has almost disappeared; 
the independent editor is being absorbed by 
the syndicate paper; lawyers have organ- 
ized themselves to fit in with the new 
scheme of life; even professors have be- 
cOme members of protective associations. 
The rural merchant is disappearing, and 
the farmer he serves is being drawn into a 
vast social organization. 

As Mr. Beard and others in “Whither 
Mankind” deciare, the most striking char- 
acteristic of modern times is the omnipo- 
tence of the collective man as contrasted 
with the feeblepess of the individual man. 
And yet the forces that have shaped history 
in the past have had to do with the worth 
of the individual, with his knowledge, his 
aspirations, his dreams, his hopes, with his 
desire for achievement, for liberty to live 
his own life, to shape his own thought, to 
express his own opinions, to be the center 
of his own personal world. More recently 
the tide of human interests has been away 
from the creative things of art, poetry, 
philosophy and religion, in the direction of 
great organizations of capital and industry. 

It was the late Dr. E. E. Slosson, director 
of Science Service, who declared that, in our 
civilization, the mechanical forces have got 
ahead of the moral and intellectual forces. 
He said that modern man is like the Ara- 


i 


bian fisherman who liberated from the bot- 
tle a genie he did not know how to control. 

What shall Rappen in America and 
throughout the world seems to be largely 
a matter of psychology. The gods never 
sense danger so long as man aspires to di- 
vinity by the spiritual route, but they be- 
gin to raise their Olympian eyebrows when 
material prosperity is counted upon to blaze 
a new path to heaven. And that I fear has 
been the ambition of most of the human 
race in recent years. What a price we 
are now paying for it! The people of the 
earth find it difficult to turn from a life 
of gambling to one of toil, and to .make 
matters worse, they find less toil to engage 
in. Poverty and misery and unemployment 
stalk abroad in the midst of plenty. Fitful 
spurts of artificial prosperity. without the 
aevelopment of a constructive program 
based upon sound policies, will only involve 
us the more deeply in the approaching 
maelstroms of tomorrow.

The things men want are protection for 
their homes, security of peésition, education 
for their children and the comforts that 
science can bring to them. These things 
they are willing to work for: these things 
they will undertake to have even if they 
have to obtain them in some other way. 
Communism in its various forms will not 
be held at bay by negative actions and at- 
tempts at government regulation: instead, 
there must be positive action and construc- 
tive programs. 

We are giving hasty and superficial con- 
sideration to the causes of the debacle.

Whim and caprice 
and the phantasies of the moment often 
control our actions more than solid facts 
and demonstrated procedures. 

At a time when we are facing the great- 
est of crises, Americans are seeking substi- 
tutes for intelligence. They are compro- 
mising with the future and dealing with the 
things nearest at hand. They are follow- 


ing or trying to follow the paths that are” 


most attractive and alluring. They are 
modifying their conceptions of the values 
of life with the shifting winds of expedi- 
ency. The truth is the chief weakness of a 
demecratic people is its unwillingness or in- 
ability to set up remote goals and to strive 
to attain them. In a country where you have 
120,000,000 persons—each exercising his 
kingly qualities—special training, expert 
service and common sense find it hard to 
get a hearing. The only solution we have 
for most of our problems is to wait for 
time, the tide of affairs and some fortuitous 
combination of circumstances,

WASHINGTON BLVD, PAVINE 
ESTIMATE REDUCED $3000 


All Bids on Higher Basis Rejected 
for Stretch Between Jefferson 
and Grand Boulevard Cutoff. 


The preliminary estimate of $67,- 
300 for paving Washington boule- 


vard with asphalt from Jefferson 
avenue to the cutoff just east of 
Grand boulevard, was cut $3000 
yesterday by the city’s engineers. 
The Board of Public Service will 
ask for new bids on the Dasis of 
that figure. 

The board has decided to reject 
all previous bids on the paving for 
the reason that they did not come 
within five per cent of the engi- 
néeer’s estimates. The lowest was 
$71,104, or 5.6 per cent more than 
the engineers had figured. Hold- 
ing to its rule, the board will de- 
mand that new bids must come 
within five per cent of the new es- 
timate of $64,300. 

The $3000 cut was decided on in 
regard to the elimination of the 
allowance for disposing of the 
wood blocks with which the street 
is paved. The engineers original- 
ly allowed for the expense of haul- 
ing the blocks to a dump, but de- 
cided that the contractor would 
have no trouble in disposing of the 
blocks on the street as free fire- 
wood to residents of the neighbor- 
hood. The . new asphalt surface 
will be laid on the old foundation. 

During 1931, five principal con- 
tractors have been bidding on city 
asphalt contracts. The record of 
awards indicates these five have 
been dividing the contracts almost 
equally. 


BANK OF UNITED STATES 
OFFICERS GRANTED BAIL 


Released From Tombs Prison Un- 
der Certificate of Reasonable 
Doubt. 

By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, July 23.—Bernard 
K. Marcus and Saul and Herbert 
Singer, officials of the closed pank 
of United States convicted of mis- 
using bank funds, were released 
from Tombs prison under heavy 
bail yesterday after obtaining 
certificate of reasonable doubt. 

Supreme Court Justice George V. 
Mullan granted the certificate and 
fixed bail for Marcus and the elder 
Singer, president and vice presi- 
dent respectively of the closed 
bank, at $100,000 each. Bond for 
Herbert Singer was fixed at $50,- 
000. 

Waiting taxicabs whisked the 
three men to their homes immedi- 
ately after their release from jail. 
The certificate was the first step 
in their plan to appeal to a higher 
court. Marcus and the Singers 
were convicted a month ago after 
a three weeks’ trial. Charles 
H. Tuttle, their attorney, yester- 
day objected to the amounts of the 
bonds protesting that his clients 
were “practically broke.” 


WOMAN BUYS ‘LIBERTY’ PLANE 
FOR PROPOSED FLIGHT TO ROME 


Mrs. Umberto Loffredo Acquires 
Ship Which Crossed Atlan- 
tic to Copenhagen. 

By the Associated Press. 

LIBERTY, N. Y., July 23.—The 
airplane Liberty, which carried 
Otto Hillig and Holger Hoiriis 
across the Atlantic to Copenhagen 
last month, was purchased yester- 
day by Mrs. Umberto Loffredo, who 
plans a flight to Rome in the ship. 
She hopes to be the first woman 
to pilot a plane across the ocean. 

She paid Liberty’s flying photog- 
rapher, just returned from Europe, 
$23,000 for the plane, $1000 more 
than he paid to have it especially 
built for his trip. 

Mrs. Loffredo told him she 
planned to take off from Buffalo in 
mid-August, with a stop in New- 
foundliand. Rento Renaldi, who 
has crossed the South Atlantic by 
air, will be her navigator. 

In 1913 Mrs. Loffredo was mak- 
ing parachute leaps in this country 
and Italy. In 1927 she got her 
pilot’s license, after training at the 
Rochester Flying School, the first 
woman in Buffalo and the eleventh 
in the United States to acquire such 
a permit. Last year she piloted a 
trimotored plane on excursion trips 
over Niagara Falls. 

The proposed flight is being 
backed by prominent Italian-Amer- 
icans.

On holidays and week-ends (and 
there are a great many of them 
for Frenchmen) the streets and 
country! roads are filled with 
bicycles. Cycle touring is a fa- 
vorite phase of this beloved sport. 
Groups of young boys and girls 
Organize a tour of a certain sec- 
tion of France and make their 
journey on “bikes.” They camp 
out and cover a large range of 
territory at very little cost.

The 139 Red, White and Blue

“The larger part of the 
State crop is in tassel, and tasseling 
rather slow, and is coming into 
silk. Great quantities of water are 
negessary for this critical stage in 
its growth. Most upland corn has 
been injured by damaging weather 
but with further rains may recover. 

‘The Ozark tomato crop was on 
stand before the rain but has 
failed to set. The bean crop for 
Barry County canneries is a fail- 
ure.”
